The  Idea  for  this  book  is  stoien. 

Pius  XI  wrote  on  eftcydicd  on  education  one  time, 
and  we  just  "lifted"  his  Idea  and  used  it  ourselves. 

You  know  what  an  encyclical  is.  It  means  much 
rt)e  same  thing  as  "bicyde",  only  instead  of  referring 
to  a  machine  that's  "round",  it  means  a  letter  that 
"gets  around"  to  everybody. 

What  Pius  XI  sold  in  his  encyclical  was  this:  There 
are  a  lot  of  wrong-headed  things  happening  in  educa- 
tion, for  one  big  reason,  namely  that  many  teachers 
—  and  students  —  have  forgotten  what  their  goal  is. 

And  when  you  get  down  to  brass  tacks  on  the 
question,  "What  is  tf>e  goal  of  education?"  the  answer 
is  purely  and  simply,  "God". 

That's  the  idea  we  stole.  The  goal  of  education  is 
God.  You'll  notice  that  this  page  you're  reading  has 
a  fuzzy  edge:  the  technical  name  is  "deckled"  edge, 
h  is  the  page  that  asks  the  question,  "What  is  a 
school  for?"  There  is  one  other  deckle-edged  page 
in  the  book,  and  it  contains  the  answer:  the  school 
is  to  form  ChrisHans  —  other  Christs.  And  Christ  is 
God. 

That's  what  we  try  not  to  forget  at  St.  AAichael's; 
tfvat  a  person's  goal  Is  God;  nothing  less;  and  that 
any  kind  of  education  wtwch  forgets  what  man's  goal 
is.  Is  good  for  nothing  any  more  except  to  be  cast 
out  and  trodden  on  by  men. 

So  —  you  read  that;  then  look  across  the  page 
and  see,  "The  school  exists  to  form  athletes."  Hmml 
Who's  contradicting  himself  now! 

All  right,  take  it  easy.  It's  fatal  to  forget  that  we 
were  made  for  God.  No  doubt  it  is  equally  fatal  to 
forget  that  we  were  nrade  for  this  earth,  too. 

There  ore  other  goals  of  education.  We  have  six 
of  them;  and  we  rather  hope  they  cover  the  field: 
sports  and  scholarship;  science  and  gentlemanliness; 
leadership  and  "good  citizenship."  Naturally  they 
tend  to  overlap  a  good  deal. 

Notice,  those  goals  all  have  to  do  with  our  life 
on  earth. 

They  are  reo/  gocrfs.  When  Fr.  Flanagan  beats 
you  into  doing  twenty  more  push-ups,  you  probably 
wonder  if  there's  anything  Christian  about  him  at  all. 
His  goal  there  is  athletic  skill.  When  Fr.  Gorman  beats 
"My  Last  Duchess"  into  you,  his  goal  there  is  skill  in 


reoding,  wl>ich  a  schokir  must  hove.  And  so  on.  And 
there's  no  mention  of  God.  —  In  foct  a  day  of  dosses 
might  go  by  .  .  .  during  tt>e  Religion  period  somebody 
comes  around  to  take  pictures  for  the  Yearbook  (agoin), 
ond  after  that  you  have  a  raffle  for  the  Missions;  and 
you  never  hear  the  name  of  God  all  day. 

So  that's  a  day  wasted.  And  sports  are  a  wast* 
of  time.  And  English  (etc.)  is  a  waste  of  time.  Not 
at  oW.  Why  not?  Because  a  sound  mind  and  a  sound 
body  help  us  to  reach  our  finol  goal:  God.  These 
lesser  goals  are  vahioble  when  they  ore  in  tune  with 
that  final  goal. 

Forget  about  that  finoJ  goal,  and  what  happens? 
We  make  a  "be  all  and  end  all"  out  of  one  of  those 
other  things:  sports,  or  being  influential  —  even  study. 

And  there's  a  funny  thing.  As  soon  as  being  a 
"brain",  or  the  like  becomes  "everything"  to  a  person, 
it  destroys  him. 

Insteod  of  being  on  athlete  he  becomes  a  "Turk", 
a  muscular  nit-wit.  Instead  of  being  a  scholar  he 
becomes  a  show-oflF.  Instead  of  an  inventor,  a  know- 
it-all.  Instead  of  a  gentleman,  a  playboy.  Where  he 
might  have  been  a  leader  he's  "hard".  A  dtizen 
with  resped  for  the  law?    No.    A  mechanical  man. 

At  the  football  Jamboree  the  photographer's 
camera  got  a  screw  loose  and  nearly  every  picture 
was  out  of  focus.  It's  the  same  with  a  person's  vision. 
If  a  person  can't  see  right  through  this  worid  to  the 
next,  then  everything  goes  out  of  focus,  even  the 
ih\ng%  in  this  world. 

There's  old  AAichoel  up  there  driving  a  very  sharp- 
looking  sword  through  the  devil.  Do  you  know  what 
his  battle-cry  was?  "Who  is  like  God  I"  As  a  matter 
of  fad,  that's  what  "AAichoel"  means:  "Who  is  like 
Godl" 

In  other  words,  "Show  me  this  charader  who  wants 
to  make  a  god  out  of  something  other  than  Godi 
When  I  get  through  flattening  him,  he'll  stay  flattened! 
You  don't  And  St.  AAichoel  hanging  his  head  over  his 
loyalty  to  God.  He  knows  how  the  thing  worksi  Lei 
a  person  yawn  the  true  God  out  of  his  mind,  and 
he'll  end  up  worshipping  some  tin  god  like  the  things 
he  can  buy,  or  the  weight  he  can  throw  around,  or 
fun.  What  does  it  mean  to  worship  a  thing?  To  let 
It  mean  everything  to  you,  that's  all. 

So  the  truth  is  a  sword.  And  the  truth  is,  "WI>o 
is  like  God!"  That  is  the  sword  that  cuts  the  knots 
which  keep  us  from  getting  really  educated. 

"Two  wrongs  this  people  of  mine  committed;  me 
lf»ey  forsook,  the  fountain  of  living  water,  and  there- 
upon they  dug  cisterns  of  their  own,  leaking  dstems, 
that  water  had  none  to  give  them." 

That  is  God  speaking  through  Jeremias  the 
prophet.  And  that  may  be  where  Pope  Pius  stole  the 
idea  tftot  we  stole  from  him.

The  boys  sucked  at  their  pencils  and  I  settled  down  at 
my  desk  to  check  the  answer.  (A  teacher  who  mucks  in  with 
his  pupils,  sharing  their  problems  and  difficulties,  is  alwoys 
more  popular  than  the  one  who  openly  consults  and  relies 
on  a  list  of  answers.  I  hod  barely  written  the  words:  "Dear 
Jock  .  .  .  '  when  I  became  aware  of  a  forest  of  hopds  be- 
fore me. 

"Well,  Wilk,  '  I  said  to  a  boy  whom  1  hove  always 
regarded    as    a    potential    ring-leader,    "what   is    it    now?" 

"Insufficient     information,    folher.     It    doesn't    soy    whether 
they  are  on  a  five  day  week  or  six  doy  week." 

"But  you  don't  need  to  know  thot,  "  I  said,  "the  answer 
is   given    in   days." 

For  some  reason  or  other  the  whole  class  started  to  laugh 
at  this  and  it  was  several  moments  before  I  could  restore 
order    to    my   complete    satisfaction.

Challenged  in  this  way  the  teacher  hos  to  decide  quickly 
between  an  appeal  to  pure  reason  or  stern  disciplinary 
measures.     "Very   well,"    I    said,   "prove  away." 

That  was  as  I  said  last  Monday.  I  am  writing  this  at  the 
desk  in  9-7  where  Kennedy  is  reading  a  comic  book,  Weller 
and  Hogan  ore  playing  oughts  and  x's,  Sheppard  is  blissfully 
sleeping  amidst  the  paper  airplanes  and  generol  chatter  from 
the  rest  of  the  class.

The  season  1951-52  saw  the  society  taking  on  one  of  the  most 
ambitious  productions  in  its  long  and  honourable  history.  The  pro- 
duction of  "The  Gorilla"  meant  that  many  new  pieces  of  scenery 
had  to  be  built  and  that  a  new  department  must  be  set  up  to  handle 
the  special  effects  needed.  All  this  was  done  in  the  summer  by 
members  who  gave  generously  of  their  time  and  talents.  Pete  Boul- 
ton, Ted  Schepers,  Dick  Carlton  and  Bill  Noonan  helped  on  the 
scenery  while  Don  Rowley  and  Jim  Bethune  worked  on  the  flashes 
and  explosions  needed  for  the  Special  Effects.  These  fellows  all 
deserve  a  vote   of  thanks  for   their   efforts. 

With  the  opening  of  school  things  got  into  high  gear.  Rogers 
Tomenson  became  Assistant  Technical  Director  and  Dick  Carlton 
with  Stan  "Paul"  Wyzskowski  worked  on  the  set  which  did  so  much 
to  create  the  proper  atmosphere.  The  addition  of  Joe  Devine  to 
the  Technical  Dept.  livened  up  the  Friday  night  sessions  and  helped 
to  keep  up  our  spirits  when  we  were  ready  to  give  up  after  trying 
at  least  four  female  leads  to  no  avail.  Finally  Peter  Gravelle  got 
the  part  and  did  a  grand  job.  Special  mention  to  Joe  Dietrich, 
Murray  Tait,  Hugh  Kelly,  Ted  Schepers  and  Jim  Bethune,  all  old 
veterans  of  "See  How  They  Run".  Fred  Baldasarri  a  newcomer, 
was  marvellous  as  the  butler  "Jefferson  Lee",  as  was  Bobby  Murray 
in  his  portrayal  of  Ilka  Simmons,  the  girl-reporter.  This  piece 
would  not  be  complete  without  mention  of  the  greatest  pair  of 
defectives  since  Abbott  and  Costello  (when  were  they  ever  detec- 
tives?) —  Mulligan  and  Garrity  played  by  Dennis  Foy  and  Mike 
Mohan.  Garry  Schrieder  as  the  gorilla  was  an  important  part  of 
the  action. 

Since  time  and  conditions  did  not  permit  the  production  of  a 
new  play.  Father  Phelan  and  Pete  Boulton  decided  to  further  in- 
crease the  scope  of  the  stage  by  installing  new  footlights  across  the 
entire  front  of  the  stage  (almost  thirty  feet).  Pete  designed  and 
executed  the  plans  almost  single-handed.  Slowly  but  surely  the 
efficiency  of  the  stage  is  being  improved,  at  a  fraction  of  the  cost 
of  professional  labour,  by  the  society  itself.

I  should  like  to  say  a  word  to  the  boys  of  St. 
Michael's  about  their  school,  and  I  shall  put  it  in  the 
form  of  the  answer  to  a  question.  The  question  is, 
why  does  St.  Michael's  College  School  exist  at  all? 
What  purpose  does  it  serve?  St.  Michael's  exists  to 
develop  boys  into  men  by  cultivating  the  gifts  of 
nature  and  grace  which  God  has  given  them.  God 
has  revealed  in  the  parable  of  the  talents  that  He 
expects  every  boy  to  develop  these  gifts.  He  praised 
the  servants  in  the  parable  who  increased  their  tal- 
ents by  studious  effort,  whilst  He  frowned  upon  the 
servant  who  allowed  his  talent  to  rust  in  disuse.  St. 
Michael's  exists  to  assist  boys  in  making  proper  use 
of  the  gifts  which  God  has  given  them. 

St.  Michael's  has,  accordingly,  a  program  of 
studies  which,  by  nurturing  your  gifts  of  nature,  will 
fit  you  for  a  satisfying  life  in  the  world  as  Canadian 
citizens.  St.  Michael's,  however,  does  not  forget  that 
there  is  a  world  beyond  the  present  one,  and  that  as 
baptized  Catholics  you  have  gifts  of  grace  also,  and 
that  your  growth  will  be  dwarfed  and  your  final 
purpose  frustrated  if  these  are  neglected.  Hence  it 
is  that  your  school  has  likewise  a  program  of  relig- 
ious instruction  and  religious  practice,  and  that  further 
she  seeks  to  interpenetrate  the  whole  curriculum 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Catholic  faith. 

Long  ago  Our  Lord  made  it  clear  that  the  love  of 
God  and  the  love  of  our  neighbor  are  one  and  the 
some  love.  To  love  our  neighbor  is,  in  simple  lan- 
guage, to  be  a  good  citizen.  Hence  we  must  con- 
clude that  we  cannot  be  a  good  Canadian  unless  we 
love  God.  It  follows  that  if  citizenship  is  the  primary 
aim  of  the  state  as  educator,  it  cannot  begin  to 
accomplish  it  without  the  Church  which  is  the  ac- 
credited teacher  of  God.  To  assert  that  the  stote  con 
do  it  alone  is  to  deny  what  Our  Lord  has  said  about 


the  oneness  of  love.  That  is  why  the  program  at 
your  school  has  a  dual  aspect.  There  is  a  sequence 
of  studies  pretty  largely  arranged  by  the  department 
of  education,  but  this  sequence  is  supplemented  by 
religious  instruction  arranged  by  the  Church,  and 
interpenetrated  with  the  Catholic  faith,  which  is  the 
fruit  of  your  membership  in  the  Church. 

There  are  many  gifts  of  nature  and  grace  which 
require  attention  if  you  are  to  be  good  Catholics  and 
good  Canadians.  We  may  summarize  them,  how- 
ever, as  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  will  fit  you 
to  be  dutiful  heads  of  families,  good  citizens  in 
public  life,  and  inspiring  witnesses  of  Christ  in  the 
world.  The  qualities  will  be  conditioned  in  their 
degree  of  excellence  by  the  spirit  of  sacrifice  which 
you  are  able  to  acquire.  You  have  to  forget  self  in 
the  love  of  others  if  you  are  to  be  educated  at  all. 
It  is  a  tough  weed  to  uproot,  this  love  of  self,  and 
all  the  resources  of  your  school  will  be  needed,  if 
you  are  to  succeed.  Do  not  neglect  any  of  them. 
Least  of  all  can  you  afFord  to  neglect  the  study  and 
practice  of  your  Catholic  faith. 

There  is  one  gift  that  many  of  you  hove  which  I 
pray  you  not  to  neglect.  It  is  the  gift  of  a  vocation  to 
the  priesthood.  St.  Michael's  will  be  judged  finally 
by  the  number  of  vocations,  judged  favorably  by  the 
number  she  discovered  and  cultivated,  and  judged 
adversely  by  the  number  she  failed  to  discover  and 
allowed  to  lie  uncultivated.  If  you  are  a  genuine 
St.  Michael's  boy  then,  you  will  be  concerned  to 
know  if  you  have  this  gift  of  a  vocation  to  the  priest- 
hood. I  urge  you  to  give  it  serious  thought  and  fer- 
vent prayer.  Beware  of  selfishness.  Pray  for  gener- 
osity of  spirit.  Your  prayerful  and  thoughtful  decision 
for  or  against  will  bring  a  blessing  on  your  whole 
life. 
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A  century  is  a  long  period  of  time  in  a  young 
country,  and  this  year  marl(s  ttie  end  of  a  century  of 
Christian  Education  at  St.  Michael's.  It  has  been  a 
century  marked  by  great  changes  and  an  ever- 
increasing  flood  of  mechanical  contrivances.  It  is 
to  be  expected  that  St.  Michael's  would  have 
changed,  but  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  Christian 
Education  has  not  changed. 

The  three  institutions  that  make  up  the  modern 
education  system,  the  university,  the  high  school,  and 
the  primary  school,  were  all  founded  within  the 
Church.  Christian  education  was,  and,  it  may  be 
added,  still  is  the  only  true  education.  Its  purpose  is 
to  prepare  man  for  all  that  he  must  be  and  all  that 
he  must  do  on  earth,  so  that  he  may  attain  beatitude 
in  Heaven.  Pius  XI  describes  the  man  produced  by  a 
Christian  education  as  "the  supernatural  man  who 
thinks,  judges  and  acts  constantly  and  consistently 
in  accordance  with  right  reason  illumined  by  the 
supernatural  light  of  the  example  and  teaching  of 
Christ." 

But  for  the  past  hundred  years  educational  insti- 
tutions have  become  less  and  less  Christian,  as 
governments  exhibited  a  growing  tendency  to  assume 


the  whole  responsibility  for  public  education.  Schools 
became  more  and  more  "de-supernaturalized"  and 
instructors  attempting  to  walk  the  tight-rope  of  neu- 
trality in  religion,  fell  into  the  pit  of  irreligion.  An 
advancing  horde  of  materialistic  educators  has 
appeared  who  are  not  only  enemies  of  Christianity 
but,  if  it  is  conceivable,  enemies  of  education.  They 
are  exemplified  by  some  of  the  pseudo-experts  in  the 
field  of  vocational  guidance  who,  defining  man  as  a 
tool-using  animal,  attempt  to  measure  and  circum- 
scribe his  spiritual  faculties  with  mechanical  means. 
Pius  XI  says:  "the  claim  is  not  only  vain  but 
false,  irreverent,  and  dangerous,  [which  attempts] 
to  submit  to  research,  experiment  and  conclusions 
of  a  purely  natural  and  profane  order,  those  matters 
of  education  which  belong  to  the  supernaturaF 
order  .  .  ." 

The  history  of  St.  Michael's  for  a  hundred  years 
has  been,  —  with  God's  grace  —  to  refute  those 
machinists  of  the  mind.  And  with  His  blessing,  we 
shall  continue:  by  developing  and  perfecting  our 
students'  natural  faculties,  by  coordinating  them  with 
the  supernatural,  by  forming  Christ  Himself  in  them. 
In  the  words  of  St.  Paul:  "My  little  children,  of  whom 
I  am  in  labour  again,  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you."

Tuition   for  the  year  is  $101.00.    Tuition   fees  are  payable  half  yearly  in  advance,  $51.00  upon  entrance  in 
September,    and    $50.00    on    January    7th. 

If  a  student  withdraws  during  a  term,  no  refund  is  made. 

New  students  are  requested  to  forward  $5.00  registration  fee,   which   will   be  credited   to  the  regular  tuition 
fee.    This  fee  is  not  refundable  should  application   be  withdrawn. 

RESIDENT  STUDENTS 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms.    The  fees  for  board,  room  and  tuition  are  payable  half  yearly  in  advance, 
on  entrance  in  September  and  on   January  7th.

Fees  payable  on  January  7th $340.00 

N.B.  —  Any  considerable  rise  in  living  cost  may  necessitate  some  increase  in  fees  for  board  and  room. 

REMARKS 

All  payments  should  be  made  to  the  Treasurer. 

Fees  ore  payable  on  the  first  day  of  each  term,  and  in   no  case  will   a   student  be   kept  whose  fees  are  not 
paid. 

No  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness. 

No  student  will   be  accepted   unless  payments  are  made  in  advance. 

For  a   period  of  time  less  than  a  full   term   the  charges   are   as   follows:   Board,    room   and   tuition    per   week, 
$18.00;   per   month,   $70.00.    Tuition   only,    per   month,   $12.00. 

Credits  will  not  be  given  to  any  student  whose  debts  to  the  school   remain   unpaid.

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Location.  —  St.  Michael's  College  School  is 
situated  at  the  corner  of  Bathurst  and  St.  Clair 
Ave.  W.  It  can  be  easily  reached  from  the  Union 
Station,  and  from  any  part  of  the  city  by  connec- 
tion with  Toronto  street-cars.  The  address  is  St. 
Michael's  College  School,  St.  Clair  Ave.  W.  at 
Bathurst,  Toronto  10,  Ontario. 

System  of  Education.  —  While  holding  firmly 
to  the  best  sanctioned  methods  of  the  post,  St. 
Michael's  College  School  also  pays  due  regard  to 
the  clearly  established  results  of  modern  peda- 
gogy. Its  curriculum  of  studies  is  in  conformity 
v^ith  the  recommendations  of  the  Department  of 
Education.  Since  Honour  Matriculation  is  nov/  re- 
quired for  entrance  into  the  University  of  Toronto, 
the  overage  student  v/ill  take  five  years  to  com- 
plete his  High  School  course.  St.  Michael's 
College   School    is   an   approved    Private   School. 

Moral  and  Religious  Training.  —  Mere  book 
learning  and  mere  intellectual  training  are  not 
sufficient  in  themselves  to  build  up  a  firm  Christian 
character  in  the  boy.  To  accomplish  this  aim,  it 
is  necessary  to  ground  the  student  in  Christian 
principles  and  to  give  him  a  systematic  drilling  in 
the  practice  of  Christian  virtue.  To  attain  this  end 
there  is  a  graduated  course  in  Christian  Doctrine; 
and  a  religious  atmosphere,  through  daily  Mass, 
frequent  Communion,  on  annual  retreat,  and  vari- 
ous Religious  Societies,  is  thrown  around  the 
student's  life,  so  that  each  boy  is  thoroughly 
schooled  in  practical  Catholicity.  Day,  week,  and 
month  are  so  arranged  as  to  allow  nothing  but 
good  influences  to  work  upon  the  mind.  Special 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  power  of  prayer.  Boys  ore 
encouraged  to  begin  and  end  every  act  of  life 
with  prayer.  Class  hours,  study,  alternating  with 
carefully  supervised  free  time,  result  not  only  in 
keeping  young  minds  and  bodies  actively  engaged 
almost  all  the  time,  but  also  supply  for  the  in- 
tervals when  not  so  engaged,  healthy  topics  of 
interest  and  conversation. 

Retreat.  —  During  the  year  three  days  are  set 
aside  for  the  consideration  of  the  welfare  of  the 
soul.  Spiritual  instruction  and  exercises  are  given 
by  some  experienced  preacher  and  the  boys  spend 
their  time  in  the  silence  of  meditation  and  prayer. 

The  junior  years  are  the  critical  period  in  a 
man's  life.  The  Retreat  may  be  called  a  halting 
place,  where  the  boy  takes  his  bearings,  traces 
out  the  road  which  Providence  has  designed  for 


him,  and  receives  the  necessary  directions  for  the 
journey. 

It  forms  the  climax  of  the  religious  life  of  the 
year  and  frequently  the  turning  point  in  a  boy's 
career. 

A  STUDENT   FAILING  TO  MAKE  THE   RETREAT 
IS   NOT  CONSIDERED   DESIRABLE 

Home  Study.  —  The  schedule  at  the  College  is 
so  arranged  for  resident  students  that  there  is 
ample  provision  for  study  periods,  during  which 
all  themes  may  be  written  and  all  recitations 
prepared.  With  regard  to  non-resident  students, 
we  earnestly  request  parents  and  guardians  to 
insist  that  their  charges  devote  at  least  two  hours 
to  home  study.  No  parent  should  be  so  gullible 
as  to  accept  excuses  or  "explanations"  for  con- 
sistent neglect  or  diminution  of  this  study  period. 
It  is  useless  to  expect  good  results  unless  sufficient 
time  is  given  to  home  study,  so  that  the  topics 
explained  in  class  may  be  thoroughly  mastered. 
The  school  Authorities  exhort  parents  to  co- 
operate with  them  in  developing  habits  of  patient 
and  thorough  study,  so  necessary  a  preparation 
for  the  work  of  the  upper  grades.  Parents  are 
invited  to  confer  from  time  to  time  with  the  Princi- 
pal or  Home  Room  Teacher  regarding  the  progress 
of  their  sons. 

Examinations  and  Reports.  —  Term  examina- 
tions ore  held  at  Christmas  and  Easter,  and  the 
final  examination  in  June.  Within  a  few  days  of 
the  completion  of  these  examinations,  a  report 
of  the  work  and  attendance  of  the  student  is  sent 
by  mail  to  the  parents.  Parents  ore  earnestly 
requested  to  manifest  a  practical  interest  in  the 
progress  of  their  sons  by  examining  these  reports 
carefully  and  by  the  adoption  of  emphatic  mea- 
sures, should  the  record  of  the  term's  work  be 
unsatisfactory. 

In  order  to  be  considered  in  "good  standing" 
in  the  yearly  promotions  from  class  to  class,  a 
student  must  obtain  at  least  sixty  percent  (60%) 
of  the  total  marks  obtainable,  and  not  less  than 
fifty  percent  (50%)  in  each  subject.  A  student 
who,  at  any  period  of  the  year  shows  himself 
unfit  for  his  class,  will  be  placed  in  a  lower  class 
or  requested  fo  withdraw  from   the  school. 

The  School  Day.  —  Classes  begin  at  9  o'clock 
in  the  morning  and  continue  until  3.00  in  the 
afternoon,  with  an  intermission  of  40  minutes  at 
noon   for   luncheon.     During   this   time   no   student 
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is  allowed  to  leave  the  school  premises  without 
the  express  permission  of  the  Assistant  Principal. 

Transfers  or  certificates  will  not  be  granted  to 
those  students  whose  accounts  with  the  Treasurer 
are  unsettled. 

No  student  will  be  received  from  another 
school  unless  he  furnished  credentials  duly  signed 
by  the  authorities  of  such  school. 

Resident  Students.  —  The  daily  routine  is  so 
arranged  for  resident  students  as  to  provide  amply 
for  their  spiritual,  intellectual,  and  physical  de- 
velopment. The  rising  hour  is  7  o'clock.  Holy 
Mass  and  breakfast  follow  in  order.  After  break- 
fast a  brief  recreation  is  enjoyed.  The  regular 
school  day  then  follows  as  already  outlined.  At 
3  o'clock  the  students  are  free  to  recreate  on  the 
campus.  Then  follows  a  study  period  from  4.30 
until  5.30.  Supper  is  served  at  5.30  o'clock,  after 
which  another  hour  is  devoted  to  recreation.  The 
evening  study  period  extends  from  7.00  until  9.00. 
At  the  close  of  study,  night  prayers  are  said,  and 
then  the  students  retire  to  their  beds. 

No  special  uniform  is  worn  by  the  students. 
The  ordinary  clothes  worn  by  other  High  School 
students  is  all  that  is  required.  Besides  complete 
outfits  of  clothing  for  summer  and  winter,  each 
boarder  should  bring  towels,  bedroom  slippers, 
a  bathrobe,  toilet  articles,  and  a  small  mirror. 

About  once  a  month,  marks  and  conduct  being 
satisfactory,  and  the  Assistant  Principal  having 
been  notified  in  each  case  by  the  parents,  a 
student  may  spend  from  3.00,  Friday,  until  5.00 
p.m.  Sunday  at  his  home. 

All  minor  expenses,  as  for  books,  stationery, 
etc.,  ore  on  a  strictly  cash  basis.  Hence  each 
student  should  be  kept  supplied  at  all  times  with 
sufficient  funds  to  meet  current  expenses.  Nothing 
spoils  a  boy  so  effectively  as  extravagance  in  this 
matter.  It  is  most  unwise  for  boys  to  carry  large 
sums  of  money  about  with  them.  The  College  will 
not  pay  bills  contracted  by  students. 

Day  Students.  —  Parents  are  requested  to 
co-operate  with  the  school  authorities  in  seeing 
that  their  sons  are  always  clean  and  neat  about 
their  person  and  their  clothes.  In  journeying  to 
and  from  school,  each  boy  must  wear  a  collar  and 
tie  and  suit  coat.  In  inclement  weather,  topcoats 
and  overcoats  are  in  order.  Sweaters,  jackets  of 
every  description,  are  forbidden,  except  during 
recreation  periods. 

Though  the  school  authorities  are  not  re- 
sponsible for  the  conduct  of  students  while  jour- 
neying to  and  from  school,  nevertheless,  any  boy 


who  is  reported  for  misdemeanours  on  the  street 
or  street-cars,  will  be  expelled  from  the  school. 

Whenever  a  student  is  detained  at  home  for 
any  class  period,  parents  should  notify  the  Assist- 
ant Principal  by  telephone,  preferably  between 
8.30  and  9.30  a.m.,  of  the  same  day.  Upon  his 
return  to  school,  the  student  should  bring  a  note 
of  explanation  from  the  parents,  specifying 
definitely  the  time  during  which  the  boy  was 
legitimately  absent.  These  notes  are  necessary 
for  our  files. 

Parents  are  informed  that,  except  in  coses  of 
extreme  urgency,  students  will  not  be  allowed  to 
leave  their  school  duties  to  answer  telephone  calls. 

The  school  assumes  no  responsibility  for  books 
or  other  articles  which  may  be  lost.  A  locker  for 
books  and  clothing  may  be  secured  at  a  reason- 
able fee. 

Any  student  who  foils  to  moke  the  annual 
retreat  will  be  dismissed  as  undesirable.  Missions, 
retreats  or  Forty  Hours'  Devotions  conducted  in 
the  home  parish  are  not  considered  as  substitutes 
for  the  Students'  Retreat. 

Since  the  students  are  here  with  the  Bosilian 
Fathers  only  in  trust,  it  is  quite  reasonable  that 
the  parents  should  co-operate  with  the  school  in 
every  possible  way  to  further  the  progress  of  their 
own  children. 

Each  student  is  considered  as  far  as  possible, 
an  individual  case;  any  suggestion  mode  by 
parents  will  always  be  treated  with  respect. 

Athletics.  —  Sports  will  always  be  a  great 
influence  with  the  normal  boy.  Good  health,  the 
foundations  of  which  ore  laid  in  youth,  are  rightly 
considered  an  important  help  to  serious  study  and 
a  valuable  asset  for  success  in  after  life.  For  this 
reason,  all  healthful  forms  of  athletics  are  en- 
couraged by  the  school  authorities.  Nevertheless 
it  is  our  firm  conviction  that  athletics  come  second 
to  academic  endeavour.  At  no  time  should  sports 
interfere  with  daily  class  work.  Parents  ore  ex- 
horted to  see  to  it  that  the  athletic  activity  of  their 
sons  does  not  interfere  with  their  home  studies. 
Prudent  parents  will  not  permit  their  sons  to  par- 
ticipate in  any  athletic  endeavours,  or  to  belong 
to  any  athletic  organizations,  without  the  express 
sanction  of  the  school  authorities. 

Insurance.  —  All  students  registered  at  St. 
Michael's  are  covered  by  accident  insurance.  The 
coverage  is  granted  with  respect  to  an  accident 
while  on  school  premises  during  school  hours,  or 
while  away  from  the  premises  but  under  the 
supervision  of  teachers  or  authorized   persons.

I^LMIGHTY  GOD,  In  His  Goodness,  has  given  this  College  the  privilege 
mJL  of  serving  Holy  Mother  the  Church  under  the  distinguished  patron- 
m  m  age  of  Bishop  Armand  Francis  Mary,  the  Count  de  Charbonnel,  of 
Bishop,  and  later  Archbishop  John  Joseph  Lynch,  of  Archbishops  John  Walsh, 
Denis  O'Connor,  Fergus  Patrick  McEvay  and  Neil  McNeil,  and  of  His  Eminence 
James  Charles  Cardinal  McGuigan,  the  present  Archbishop  of  Toronto. 

It  has  been  His  Will,  too,  that  this  College  should  grow  in  size  from  the  Little 
Seminary  that  could  be  temporarily  housed  in  restricted  quarters  at  Queen 
and  Church  Streets,  and  that  could  be  placed  as  a  Classical  College  in  a  wing 
of  the  Cathedral  Palace,  into  the  flourishing  institution  of  learning  which  today 
lies  spread  between  the  crest  of  Clover  Hill  and  Queen's  Park  Crescent. 

May  God  be  thanked  for  one  hundred  years  of  faithful  and  unbroken  service, 
and  above  all,  for  four  events  which  have  so  deeply  and  vitally  enriched  this 
institution  that  they  cannot  be  passed  over  in  silence< 

First,  the  federation  of  St.  Michael's  into  the  Provincial  University  of  Toronto, 
an  event  long  foreshadowed  by  a  request  for  affiliation  made,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop  of  Toronto,  in  1855,  realized  in  part  by  agreement  with  the 
University  in  1881,  consolidated  into  full  confederation  by  Acts  of  Parliament 
in  1887  and  1906,  and  exercised  as  an  academic  right  and  privilege  from  1910 
to  the  present  day. 
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Secondly,  the  admission  of  women  to  undergraduate  status  by  receiving,  in 
1912,  the  Colleges  of  St.  Joseph  and  Loretto  into  the  collegiate  family. 

Thirdly,  the  founding  of  the  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies  in  1929  as  a  separate 
school  of  research  at  the  graduate  level  and  its  elevation  to  the  dignity  of  a 
Pontifical  Institute  in  1939  at  the  unanimous  request  of  the  Bishops  of  Canada 
to  the  Holy  See. 

Fourthly,  the  setting  up  in  1950,  one  hundred  years  almost  to  the  day  after 
the  arrival  of  the  first  Basilian  priest  in  Canada,  of  an  autonomous  College 
School,  with  its  own  campus  and  its  own  administration,  thereby  apportion- 
ing the  labours  of  the  Basilian  Fathers  during  their  second  century  in  Toronto 
between  two  distinct  but  sister  institutions. 

These  and  other  memorable  events  will  be  duly  and  solemnly  commemorated 
on  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  September,  1952.

^/ 
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HERE  are  no  two  saints  exactly  alike.  In  ail  of  them  we  find 
holiness,  but  it  takes  a  different  shape,  so  to  speak,  in  each  one, 
like  jelly  poured  into  different  moulds.  St.  Joan  of  Arc  was  a  warrior 
saint,  dressed  in  armour  and  charging  into  battle  to  chase  the 
English  out  of  her  country.  St.  John  Bosco  was  a  saint  of  boys.  He 
attracted  them  by  walking  a  tightrope  and  doing  conjuring  tricks, 
and  then  proceeded  to  teach  them  a  trade  and  the  love  of  God. 
St.  Therfese,  the  Little  Flower,  was  a  saint  of  prayer  and  suffering. 
She  spent  a  great  deal  of  her  life  shut  up  in  a  convent,  mounting 
higher  and  higher  towards  God  like  a  pure  dove.   And  so  it  is  with 

all  the  saints.   Each  has  a  special  life,  a  special  vocation  which  reflects 

in  its  own  way  the  immense  holiness  of  God. 

Here  I  would  like  to  tell  you  about  St.  Thomas  Aquinas.  His  sanc- 
tity fell  into  a  different  mould.  He  is  the  saint  of  students  and  scholars. 
He  is  called  the  Angel  of  the  Schools.  There  is  something  very  appropri- 
ate about  this  title,  despite  the  fact  that  angels  are  pure  spirits  and  St. 
Thomas  not  only  had  a  body  but  one  that  was  tall  and  dark  and  very 
stout.  Angels  are  messengers  of  God,  and  St.  Thomas  was  sent  into  the 
world  as  a  shining  light  to  teach  those  who  are  studying  and  trying  to 
learn  the  truth.  And  like  the  angels  he  had  not  only  a  keen  intelligence 
but  also  heavenly  purity  and  chastity. 

St.  Thomas  was  born  in  the  year  1225  in  the  castle  of  Roccasecca 
near  Naples,  a  fortress  perched  on  the  top  of  a  dry  and  rugged  rock. 
His  parents  were  both  of  noble  birth  and  they  made  ambitious  plans 
for  their  little  son.  He  was  to  become  the  abbot  of  the  neighbouring 
Benedictine  monastery  of  Monte  Cassino,  a  very  great  and  wealthy 
abbey.  And  so,  as  a  little  boy  of  five,  he  was  sent  there  to  learn  to 
become  a  monk. 

Even  at  that  age  his  mind  was  asking  deep  questions.  He  often 
heard  the  name  of  God  mentioned  by  the  monks  and  this  aroused  his 


curiosity.  He  went  around  the  monastery  asking  the  noonks.  What  is 
God?  He  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  thinking  about  this  question,  and  no 
one  ever  answered  it  as  well  as  he  did.  Here  is  the  first  lesson  a  student 
con  learn  from  St.  Thomas:  Keep  asking  questions  and  don't  give  up 
until  you  have  found  the  answers. 

Later  on  St.  Thomas  was  sent  to  the  University  of  Naples  to  study 
literature  and  philosophy.  There  he  met  a  new  group  of  monks,  the 
Dominicans  or  Preaching  Friars.  He  liked  them  right  away  because  they 
were  young  and  eoger  to  serve  God  by  study  and  preaching.  He  liked 
their  motto  too:  Trufh.  So  he  decided  to  join  them.  Of  course  this  made 
his  parents  angry,  for  it  spoiled  their  own  plans.  They  sent  his  two 
brothers  to  bring  him  home.  But  Thomas  had  a  mind  of  his  own.  He 
fought  with  them;  and  even  though  they  managed  to  get  his  great  bulk 
onto  a  horse  and  headed  for  home,  they  could  not  tear  off  his  Dominican 
habit.  Thomas  stubbornly  wrapped  himself  in  it  and  refused  to  take 
it  off. 

Back  home  they  could  not  persuade  him  to  give  up  being  a  Domini- 
can. His  brothers  even  sent  a  very  beautiful  woman  into  his  room  to 
try  to  overcome  his  resistance,  but  Thomas  did  not  hesitate  an  instant. 
He  seized  a  charred  and  smoking  brand  from  the  fireplace  and  chased 
her  out  of  the  room,  and  then  burned  a  great  cross  on  the  wall  with 
the  charred  brand.  Then  he  fell  on  his  knees,  praying  God  to  guard 
him  always  from  the  attractions  of  the  world  and  let  him  live  for  the 
service  of  truth  alone. 

While  he  was  weeping  and  praying  he  suddenly  fell  asleep.  And 
two  angels  came  from  heaven  to  tell  him  that  his  prayers  had  been  heard. 
And  they  tied  about  him  a  white  girdle  to  signify  his  angelic  purity. 

A  short  time  after  this,  St.  Thomas  managed  to  escape  from  the 
castle  by  climbing  out  the  window  of  his  room  and  sliding  down  a  long 
rope.  This,  along  with  his  fight  with  his  brothers,  is  the  only  athletic 
feat  mentioned  in  the  life  of  St.  Thomas.  But  here  too  is  a  lesson  for 
the  student.  It's  a  good  thing  to  be  strong  and  athletic,  but  the  best  use 
you  can  put  it  to  is  the  service  of  God. 


St.  Thomas  now  became  a  pupil  of  Albert  the  Great  at  Paris  and 
Cologne.  Albert  was  the  greatest  teacher  in  Christendom,  a  wonderful 
scholar  and  a  saint  as  well.  The  young  Thomas  listened  to  his  master 
and  to  the  lively  disputes  of  the  pupils,  but  he  himself  kept  quiet.  They 
thought  he  was  stupid  and  dubbed  him  "the  great  dumb  ox  of  Sicily." 
Indeed,  he  was  big,  heavy  and  brown;  one  could  not  help  noticing  it 
nor  joking  about  it  a  little.  But  the  piercing  and  subtle  mind  of  the  great 
Albert  quickly  appreciated  the  value  of  this  silent  student.  "We  call 
him  the  dumb  ox,"  he  said,  "but  the  bellowing  of  that  ox,  when  he 
comes  to  teach,  will  resound  throughout  the  whole  world." 

St,  Albert  turned  out  to  be  a  good  prophet.  Thomas  became  the 
greatest  philosopher  and  theologian  in  the  Church.  Pope  Piux  XI  called 
him  the  Common  or  Universal  Doctor  because  the  Church  has  made  his 
doctrine  hers;  and  he  went  on  to  say  that  by  the  incredible  fruitfulness 
of  his  genius  he  has  become  in  our  schools  the  Prince  of  Teachers. 

Thomas  was  not  simply  a  great  scholar  and  writer.  He  was  above 
all  a  man  of  prayer  and  a  great  saint.  He  prayed  without  ceasing. 
When  he  said  Mass,  so  great  was  his  love  for  Jesus  that  he  very  often 
broke  into  tears  and  wept.  Several  times  while  praying  his  huge  body 
vras  lifted  into  the  air,  so  strong  was  the  attraction  of  his  soul  to  God. 
Once  at  the  convent  at  h4aples  the  sacristan  saw  him  lifted  up  from  the 


floor  of  the  chapel.  St.  Thomas  turned  towards  the  cruciflx,  prayed  and 
wept.  Suddenly  a  voice  came  from  the  crucifix:  "Thou  has  written  well 
of  Me,  Thomas.  What  reward  wilt  thou  have?"  "None  other  than 
Thyself,  Lordl"  replied  the  saint.  Your  editor  has  thoughtfully  placed 
a  picture  of  this  scene  in  your  book.  However,  the  Thomas  portrayed 
there  is  somewhat  thinner  than  the  real  one.  And  I  would  like  to  think 
that  the  real  Thomas  was  not  quite  so  severe. 

Whenever  he  could  not  solve  a  difficult  problem,  he  went  to  the 
chapel  and  prayed  for  light  to  see  the  answer.  He  tells  us  that  he  learned 
more  through  prayer  than  through  his  own  reading  and  studying.  Here 
is  still  another  point  to  remember:  ask  God  for  the  grace  of  a  good  mind 
and  memory. 

One  day  Thomas  was  dining  with  the  King  of  France,  who,  by  the 
way,  happened  to  be  another  saint  —  St.  Louis.  Thomas  was  much 
more  interested  in  solving  a  theological  problem  that  was  puzzling  him 
than  in  eating.  He  completely  forgot  where  he  was  and  suddenly 
pounded  the  table,  shouting  "That  is  the  argument  to  confound  the 
Manicheans!"  You  can  imagine  the  embarrassment  of  his  friends,  but 
the  practical  King  called  for  a  secretary  to  copy  down  Thomas'  argument. 

He  had  a  very  special  devotion  to  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  He  wrote 
a  great  deal  about  it,  including  several  hymns  which  you  all  know 
because  you  sing  parts  of  them  at  Benediction:  the  O  Salutaris  Hostia 
and  the  Tantum  Ergo. 

In  his  short  life  (he  lived  to  be  only  49)  he  wrote  over  thirty  large 
volumes.  A  year  before  his  death  he  said  he  could  do  no  more.  He 
would  not  even  finish  his  great  masterpiece,  the  Summa  Theofogiae.  Such 
secrets  had  been  revealed  to  him  in  prayer  and  ecstasy  that  all  he  had 
written  seemed  to  him  straw.  The  saint  was  anxious  to  die,  to  be  with 
God.  On  March  7,  1274,  he  received  Communion  for  the  last  time,  and 
stretched  his  huge  body  upon  the  nrtonastery  floor  to  die.  Then  in  blind- 
ing light  and  almost  unbearable  joy  he  came  to  the  end  of  all  his  labours. 
He  knew  what  God  is.
